1.  Young  numismatists  (YN’s)  must  be  between  13  &  17:  adult  applicants  must 
be  18  years  of  age. 

2.  Applicants  must  be  an  INA  member  in  good  standing  for  a  period  of  at  least 
one  year  prior  to  applying  for  the  scholarship. 

3.  All  officers,  board  members,  editor  and  legal  counsel  of  the  INA  are  ineligi¬ 
ble. 

4.  Previous  INA  young  numismatist  and  adult  scholarship  awardees  are  ineligi¬ 
ble. 

5.  Applicants  must  submit,  in  writing,  a  request  for  consideration.  The  written 
application  must  include  but  not  be  limited  to  the  following: 

-  Service  to  the  INA. 

-  Service  to  other  numismatic  organizations. 

-  Exhibits  entered  at  INA  conventions. 

-  Exhibits  entered  at  other  numismatic  shows  or  conventions. 

-  Articles  written  and  submitted  to  the  Collector,  the  official 
publication  of  the  INA. 

-  Articles  written  for  other  numismatic  publications. 

-  Talks,  lectures,  educational  programs  given  at  club  meetings, 
numismatic  shows  or  conventions. 

-  Offices  held  in  local  coin  clubs  and  other  numismatic  organizations. 

-  Awards  received  for  any  of  the  above. 

-  Participation  in  National  Coin  Week  projects. 

-  General  character  and  reputation. 

6.  Application  must  be  submitted  to  INA  scholarship  board  by  the  established 
time  frame  as  listed  in  the  Collector. 

7.  Selection  of  the  scholarship  awards  will  be  announced  by  U.S.  mail. 

8.  Scholarship  includes  $50.00  from  the  INA  and  a  matching  $150.00  from  the 
ANA,  to  be  u.sed  toward  tuition,  room  and  board.  Reimbursement  tor  the  room  is 
limited  to  the  double  occupancy  rate.  If  the  awardee  drives  to  the  .seminar,  INA 
will  reimburse  the  lesser  of  mileage  or  airfare.  All  other  incidental  expenses  are 
not  covered  by  INA.

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COLOR  PATTERN  ON  COINS

1  he  appcuruncc  (.tt  a  coliir  nr  cnlnr  pattern  on  a  silver  coin  s  surface  typically 
enhances  its  market  value.  It  is  important  tor  the  collector  of  such  coins  to  know 
how  such  toninji  occurs.  Such  knowledge  may  assist  the  collector  m  identifying 
toned  coins  from  those  to  which  dyes.  ctes.  have  been  applied  by  their  optical 
properties.  Unfortunately,  there  is  no  scientific  method  with  which  to  identify 
toning  due  to  an  increase  in  the  speed  of  the  reaction  by  ‘artificial’  or  deliberate 
means. 

The  corrosion  of  silver  in  an  atmosphere  containing  sulphur  occurs  through 
the  formation  of  a  compound  of  silver  and  sulphur,  namely  silver  sulfide.  This 
reaction  occurs  at  the  surface  of  silver  object  unless  cracks,  etc.,  exist  thereby 
allowing  sulphur  to  penetrate  into  the  interior  of  the  object.  Initially  individual 
molecules  of  silver  sulfide  are  produced,  which  can  eventually  diffuse  into  non- 
continuous  patches  in  order  to  minimize  the  objects  surface  energy.  As  the  cor¬ 
rosion  process  proceeds,  the  objects  surface  energy.  As  the  corrosion  process  pro¬ 
ceeds,  the  object’s  surface  is  eventually  covered  by  a  continuous  layer  of  silver 
sulfide.  The  continued  growth  of  this  extremely  thin  film  results  in  the  formation 
of  a  thicker  film  with  the  structure  of  bulk  silver  sulfide.  At  this  stage  the  film  is 
transparent  (to  our  visual  perception),  and  the  object’s  surface  appears  to  only 
have  the  reflective  properties  of  ‘pure’  silver.  Continued  growth  of  this  film  is 
slowed  because  of  the  need  for  sulphur  to  diffuse  through  the  ordered  silver  sul¬ 
fide  array,  which  now  acts,  in  part,  to  protect  the  underlying  surface. 

As  the  silver  sulfide  surface  layer  slowly  continues  its  growth,  a  thickness  is 
reached  where  by  the  pathlength  difference  travelled  by  light  waves  going  on  the 
silver-silver  sulfide  interface,  and  being  reflected  from  the  same  interface,  versus 
that  of  light  waves  being  reflected  conditions  being  met  when  the  light  waves 
from  both  interfaces  arrives  at,  and  is  proces.sed,  by  light  waves  from  both  inter¬ 
faces  arrives  at,  and  is  processed,  by  the  eye.  Specifically,  it  the  silver  sulfide 
layer  thickne.ss  is  one-fourth,  or  a  multiple  of  three-fourths  of  a  particular  wave¬ 
length  of  light,  then  that  color  will  undergo  destructive  interference  with  the 
.same  wavelength  of  light  reflected  from  the  silver  sultide-air  interface  when 
processed  by  the  eye.  If,  however,  the  silver  sulfide  layer  thickness  is  one-half, 
or  a  multiple  of  three-halves  of  a  particular  wavelength  of  light,  then  that  color 
will  undergo  constructive  interference  with  the  same  wavelength  of  light  reflect¬ 
ed  from  the  silver  sulfide-air  interface  when  proce.ssed  by  the  eye.  The  coloring 
that  the  eye  perceives  as  being  just  above  the  silver  coin’s  surface  is  a  combina¬ 
tion  of  all  wavelengths  of  light  that  have  not  undergone  complete  destructive 
interference.  I'he  light  that  is  perceived  will  typically  go  from  longer  (i.e..  red)  to 
shorter  wavelengths  (i.e..  blue)  as  the  layer  thickens. 
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As  the  silver  sultlde  layer  grows  even  thicker,  thin  film  interference  no  longer 
is  a  dominant  process.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  atoms  results  in  significant 
amounts  of  the  available  light  being  absorbed  by  the  silver  sulfide  layer  during 
its  travel  to  the  silver-silver  sultlde  interface,  and  reflection  from  this  interface. 
This  ab.sorption  of  light  is  also  wavelength  dependent,  with  the  escaping  light 
being  a  mixture  of  wavelengths  producing  a  dark  green  color  throughout  the  sil¬ 
ver  sulfide  layer  when  processed  by  the  eye.  With  continued  film  growth,  the 
apparent  color  darkens  to  black,  as  less  and  less  light  escapes  after  traveling  to 
the  silver-silver  sultlde  interface  and  back. 

Once  the  processes  responsible  for  the  apparent  coloring  of  a  silver  coin’s  sur¬ 
face  are  known,  methods,  other  than  knowing  color  styles  and  storage  history  of 
the  coin,  for  authenticating  a  surface  can  be  deduced.  Since  the  color  for  a  toned 
coin  appears  above  the  surface  of  the  oxide  layer,  then  simply  tilting  the  coin  will 
reveal  if  thin  film  interference  is  the  physical  process  responsible.  For  an  encap¬ 
sulated  coin,  illuminating  the  coin  with  light  of  a  wavelength  not  appearing  on 
the  coin  will  indicate  if  thin  film  interference  was  the  cause  of  the  toning.  If  thin 
film  interference  is  the  cause  of  the  surface  coloration,  it  must  be  assumed  that 
the  compound  in  the  surface  layer  is  silver  sulfide  unless  elemental  analysis 
using  x-rays  or  elctron  beams  is  available.
